THE AMOUNT TAI1) OUT. 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—Tho amount 


paid for pensions on account of tho Into 
war to March 1, 1SS2, is 8500,781,950. 
It 


is estimated there aro now on tho rolls 
tho names oi 250,000 pensioners ot the 
Into war. This does not include 30,000 
(estimated) service pensions ou account 
ot the war o£ 1812. Tho annual value o£ 
250,000 of tbe late war pensions is 827,- 
500,000, 
and 
of

82,800,- 


000. 
Or tbe aggregate of tho annual 


value will be ^30,300,000. Estimating 
the disbursements for May and June, the 
total paid for pensions jtho current fisical 
year will not vary much from $05,000,000. 
On April 1,1832, there were oil iilo 217,- 
1G2 pending claims, which, it allowed, 
would bo entitled to arrears, estimating 
17y>. per cent for rejectmont and £1.200 
as tijio average arrears in each case, tboro 
wou'Jd be paid, if allowed within tho year.

L'lUmiBiTION IN IOWA. 


The President has vetoed tho staorage 


•which was introduced by Congressmen 
Dooster and Guonthcr. Upon tliia bill 
these gentlemen built quite a population, 
and their Gorman fiiendt* iu Milwaukee 
agreed to give them an enthusiastic re- 
ception at tho close ot Congress iu honor 
o£ tlieir zeal and success in getting the 
bill through Congress. 
Bnt tile whole 


business has token a queer turn by the 
veto oE the President which was made ou 
Saturday. Iu tho mcsuage he considers 
the main features ot tUo bill meritorious, 
but the reasons which moved him to re- 
turn it with his disapproval wore, first, 
that tho bill requires that immigrants 
'•shall not ba carried except ou the first 
deck and second deck below tho upper- 
most dock of tho vessel, or tho Qval dock 
below the uppermost dock, w'uioh shall 
have 100 cubic toct ot space, anil the 
second deck 120 cubic foot Cor each pas- 
senger." In his message the President 
explained that nearly all the now steam- 
ships have a spar dock above what was 
formerly tho main dock, aad, therefore, to 
deprive them oE cr.rryiug paaseugors on 
tho second dock, which is not new the 
uppermost dock, would be to make it im- 
possible Cor tho steamship companies to 
utilize a very large amount o£ space, and 
thus not only cause them great loaa but 
diminish tboir carrying capacity uud re- 
strict immigration, or nt least hinder it. 
This, the President said, ho could not 
consent to. Then tlioro is trouble about 
tbo provision oE tho bill which retinues 
that the space between decks shall be not 
less thaii seven Coot in tho square. The 
President explained the coustruetiou o£ 
steamships to bo snc-.li that this provision 
would rcuiiov it impossible 
fofr most 


steamers to carry any immigrants; at all. 
There were other provisions in the bill 
objectionable, and ho therefore returned 
it, expressing tho hope that it would bo 
so anioude.l Uiat ho could givu lib ap- 
proval. 


, la,, July 1.—The brewers 


at Iowa, since the adoption ot the prohib- 
itory amendment to the constitution oE 
tho State byjsneh a large majoiitv, aro 
despondent, To say that they take this 
defeat iu good part is very much from 
the mark. They appreciate fully tho ap- 
preciate situation much better than tho 
temperance people [generally suppose. 
They Eully understand that the amend- 
ment being adopted iu the first place

Tho examination of Richard Pegg was 
resumed but nothing new was leicited 
Thomas Welch and Matthew l/amb, also 
members of tho charivari eomptiny, were 
examined, and their testimony was sub- 
stantially the same aa Pegg's, Mrs. Les- 
tur, Mrs. J. Erdee and Mrs. Cnlloway, 
wives o£ tho neighbors, were examined, 
and testified as to tho condition of the 
body when found and tho actions of Sis- 
ioy and tho Hamilton family during the 
timo.thoy wore at tho house.

MORMON IMMIGRANTS, 


NEW YORK, July 2.—Tho steamship 


Nevada, ot the Guion lino, which arrived 
from Liverpool to-day, brought the larg- 
est party of Mormon immigrants which 
has come to this country in a number of 
years. Tho party which is under the 
charge of Missionary Irvine, numbers 
1)23 persons, including children. Ot these 
057 aro Scandinavians, two Hollanders, 3d 
returning missionaria1), and 291 natives of 
great Britain and Ireland.

the returning missionaries is Dr. Ormsby, 
n prominent Mormon. Missionary Irvine 
snul that the members of his party were 
nearly ftl1 provided with funds, although 
nouo of them wore rich. Most of them 
were young and in the priino ot hfo, and 
tlioy wcre;earnest believers ia tho religion 
which they had recoutly embraced. The 
Htiunlinaviaus wore nearly all fanners, 
but a fow ot them were fishermen or me- 
chanics. Those from Great Britain were 
nearly all mechanics, but a few worn far- 
mem. 
There wore about 100 children.

Storm Science. 


All atmospheric conditions, tmd not- 


ably storms, are controlled by unvarying' 
laws that arc easily comprehended and 
susceptible of application by any intelli- 
gent observer, who, noting the conditions 
that exist, may reason therefrom to tho 
conditions that must ensue. In other 
words, by understanding tic laws of 
meteorology and considering the obser- 
vations daily reported in the newspapers, 
one may make his own forecasts one, 
two, and even three days in advance, the 
value of which will depend only on the 
carefulness of his predictions. It must 
be understood, in the first placc%that a 
storm ia not of local origin. For in- 
stance, a storm does not form here at the 
same time another is forming at Cairo, 
Omaha, Buffalo, or Utiluth. This is a 
popular error, and the cause of many 
delusions. 
On the contrary, ninety-nine 


out of every hundred storms in tho Uni- 
ted States originate on the arid plains 
east of the Kocky Mountains, and from 
there' move eastward. 
The process of 


the origin of a storm, now well under- 
stood; consists of the formation of a 
"storm center," or area of low baromo- 
ter, terms which are practically synony- 
mous. 
. 
Tho atmosphere is a varying deposi- 


tory of sun-heat acquired directly from 
the. sun's rays and from the heated stir- 
face of the earth. On the barren and 
•sandy plains this acquisition of heat is 
auo-mented by the more powerful reflec- 
tion of the sand, and presently a body o 
air, many miles in circumference, wi 1 
become super-charged with heat, which 
induces a orcater absorption of moisture 
from the earth's surface and surrounding 
atmosphere. This boated body of air. i 
true to that law which causes the ligntor 
heated atmosphere to ascend (nowhere 
better illustrated than at the ordinary 
< 


chimney,) commences to rise; other air 
rushes in below, which encountering the 
sumo heating surfaces, is in turn healed, 
vises, and gives place continuuiisly to 
other air. This is a storm center, iutd 
this operation is 


barometer 


.o-h thermometer,) called so from 


the fact that the atmosphere, having an 
nscensivo motion, counteracts in a meas- 
ure its down ward pressure, and for other 
minor reasons not necessary to detail. 
'This rising body of air, highly charged 
with vapor (another name for moisture) 
ascends until it passes tho dew-point, 
.which ia the point where tho moisture in 
the atmosphere will begin to resolve 
itself ao-ain into water and descend m 
rain. This operation of the condensa- 
tion of moisture from vapor into water 
•is noticeable on tho outside of a pitcher 
of ice-water, on tho water-pipes in 
houses, or on any metallic surface in a 
damp house where there is no lire. 


Tho ascending body of atmosphere at 


,cach point of its ascent encounters cokler 
air, and the latent heat, released by the 
condensation of vapor augmenting its 
tempfiratnre. its progress upwtircUs in- 
creased instead o£ dimished, until finally 
reaching tho higher strata of air, it 
spreads outward, on top as it were, 
piling up, if the expression may be used, 
'and so deepening the atmosphere at tho 
circumference of the storm, which, to- 
n-other with the fact that the atmosphere 
Eas a slightly onward motion at tho 
tho same point, creates a circle of high 
jbarometer, or great nir pressure outside 
tho storm. 
.The operation of condensation, of 


moisture manifests itself to the eye by 
; 


tho formation of clouds, which is an in- 
termediate stage between vapor and 
,water. 
! Tho atmospheric disturbance outlined 
is a storm, and no sooner is it formed 
than it begins to move eastward. All 
wcU-develdpcd storms in the United 
States move from west to east, deflecting 
slio-htly to the north. This northward 
,defection is more noticeable in winter, 
almost disappearing in summer. Oc- 
casionally storms depart from their east- 
ward course and move directly north, 
,but as these arc freaks, and of rare oc- 
.ourrence, they cannot bo said to be more 
.than equivalent to a railway train get- 
ting off the track owing to some un- 
'natural condition of, or obstruction on, 
'tho track, and can rarely be predicted, 
but must be taken into consideration as 
possible contingencies. Storms vary in 
circumference and shape. In Europe 
they are more nearly round than in 
;America, where they are of a more ir- 
[regular, oval form. In size they vary 
from a diameter of a few miles to those 
;that reach from the gulf to beyond tho 
'.lakes. 
i 
It will be observed that there are two 


points to b6 considered in predicting a i 
storm. First, tho position of the storm, 
.and second, its rate of progress. 
Every 


reader of the Times will o'bserve in this 
:and in all the preceding editions of this

well distributed throughout the West. 
Now, suppose a storm center formed 
.yesterday at Dodge City, Kan., it wo.uld 
;be visible in the tub'le through the 
Ibarometer, rainfall, clouds, etc. For 
•example, tho barometer falling in such 
.an event would show, perhaps, '29.80; 
the thermometer would indicate a high 
'temperature; the weather' would 
be 


cloudy, and, perhaps; moi'C or less ruin- 
fall would be reported. 
We would have 


an incipient storm, the extent of which, 
ihowever, it is too early to pi-edict. An- 
other day's reading of the table will 


I probably sho-.v that there is a low l>ar- 
'.ometer and that a storm prevails at 
'Leavehworth; a high barometer is ob- 
jserved at Dos Moines and Las Animas. 
Ipoints in front of and behind the storm; 
(that is to say^ the area of .low barometer, 
or the storm center, would be at Leaveii- 
wort.h, while tho area of high barometer 
.which, as shown, always surrounds a 
sform, would be at Dos Moines in front,

at St. Paul on the north and Little Rock 
on tho south. 
Another day would ad- 


, vance the storm center to Chicngo.carry- 
ing forward the surrounding high bar- 
ometer on its circumference. Thence it 
would move forward, perhaps to the 
Atlantic, and possibly across tlie ocean. 
Theso'statemcnts—and they seem almost 
incredible to the uninformed—are not 
only statements of facts which are daily 
demonstrated, but are susceptible of test. 
Anyone who knows there is a storm at 
Doagb City, that it will, in all probabili- 
ty, mpvo eastward at the rate .of, say, 
twenty-five miles ah hour, and knows 
his owa'dlstance from Dodge City, can 
predict the arrival of the storm just as 
the 'arrival of a friend coming east on a 
train at Dodge City, though of course 
not so;c6nclusively; Or again, the.storm 
is moving eastward from Dcdge City at 
the rate ;of twenty-five miles an hour; in 
twenty-four hours it will be six hundred 
miles farther east; in two days, twelve 
hundred, and so on. As has been said, 
there are conditions which affect the 
'progress and course of a storm, but these 


ro of so complicated a character that 


instead oJ aiding in the education of tho 
subject they would tend rather to con- 
fuse. 
The general prin<jjples here laid 


down are simple and easy of application 
by anyone who will take the time for 
what may be made a useful iia well as on 
extremely interesting diversion. 


For practical work let the amateur 


observer iiim-k with his pencil on a map 
of tho United States the barometer re- 
corded on the table. Then let, him draw 
lines from nil tho low barometers lo eacli 
other, sav a line for each tenth ot an 
inch on the barometer. • He will proba- 
bly find that he will have before him a- 
slonn-ccnler partially surrounded by a 
belt of high barometer. 
This _is tho 


weather map as made by the ollicor at 
Washington. Never mind the wind nor 
thermometer, nor other observations at 
the bcf inning. The use and significance 
of other observations than the barometer 
may bo acquired as the student progress- 
es. From this map the amateur can 
make his own forecasts, and, turning at 
once to the signal-service forecasts an- 
nexed to the table, sec how well he rea- 
sons and note the result of each predic- 
tion. 


Perhaps the most advanced kidicalion 


of a storm is a rapid and great elevation 
of the barometer. There have been 
shown the ( ise and fact of a high ba- 
rometer areauiiciruling a storm, and that 
the storm moves eastward. It, therefore, 
follows that the- area cif high haromelor 
will reach a locality perhaps "twelve to 
twenty-four hour.-i in advance oi the 
storm. There is no hcttcr "sign"_ so fur 
ahead of a storm yet dir-covcred, for the 
first condition known to ansu at anoint 
about to be visited by a storm, is confided 
to tin; atmosphere in a manner \vhir.li 
the barometer .'Host clearly reveals. Of 
course) the alinosphurk; condition that

Ad Lib. 'During the issue of Bank Notes 
Easily Imitated, and Until the Resump- 
tion ot Cash Payments or the Abolition of 
the Punishment o£ Death. For tho Gover- 
nor and Company of the Bank of England 
—J. Ketch.11 When this was displayed in. 
Hone's window, saysC'ruikshank, it crea- 
ted a great sensation, and the people gath- 
ered round his house i:i such numbers that 
the Lord Mayor h.-ul to send the city police 
(of that day) to disperse the crowd. Tho 
Bank directors held a meeting iramedi-. 
atolyon the subject, and after that they 
issued no more £1 notes, and so there was 
no more hanging for passing forged £1 
notes: not only that, but ultimately no 
hann-ino- even for forgery. After this Sir 
Robert Peel got a IJiH passed in Parli- 
ment for the resumption of Cash Pay- 
ments. 
After this lie revised tho Penal 


Code, and after that there was not any 
more hanging or punishments of death for 
minor offenses. Later on wo tind him 
saying Sothe final cfl'ect of my note was to 
stop hanging for all minor ofienses. Here 
we have the revelation of the man who 
then and afterwards claimed to have writ- 
tenor siio-o-ested the most popular works. 
of Dickon?or AinsworUi thathohadilhis- 
trated, and who seldom, as Mi-. Jcrold 
observes, suggested a peg that ho did not 
afterwards claim every tiling that was 
hung upon it. 
He was so thoroughly 


heart and soul in whatever he did, that 
he, so to speak, fought every battle as if 
he were the only combatant on his side. 
It is but one step from that to ignoring 
every one else's share in- the victory.— 
London Standard.

This can 
bo obtained at little comparative cost, 
even in the breeding of fine stock. 
The 


best class of male animals, no matter 
how high the price, cost but little in 
comparison to the value of his produce. 
Aim higher in all departments of tho 
farm. 
No matter how insignificant tho 


item raised, lot it bo of a superior qual- 
ity .of its kind. Nowhere is there more 
room for improvement than in all de- 
partments of the farm.—loiva Jteglslcr.

But these, 
surrounded, by the towns of tho Mexi- 
cans on every hand, and latterly having 
come in contact with toe more pushing 
American, who leaves his own incliiliblu 
impress upon all whom lie inecls, they 
have naturally been materially influenced 
by the alien lite around thorn, and their 
mariners have been considerably changed 
thereby.

There is no more interesting part oJ 


Douglass' book than that which describes 
his connection with John Brown. When 
they lirst met in Koohostor, Brown vrs& a 
respectable . and prosperous merchant, 
who owned a largo brick store on one of 
the principal streets. 
After seeing the 


store Dor.glnss expected that the 'house 
would'be proportionately fi.no. On the 
contrary, it was a small wooden building 
onji a back street, and the inside •was 
plainer than the outside. Its furniture 
" would havo satisfied a Spartan," and 
thero was an "air of plainness about it 
that almost suggested destitution." The 
first meal Douglass ate thero was called 
"tea," but it consisted of "beef soup, 
cabbage and potatoes." 
The table was 


"innocent ol1 paint, veneering, varnish 
or table-cloth," aud the mother and 
daughter cooked the menls and* did the 
waiting. Tho master of this household 
"fulfilled St, Paul's idea oE tho head of 
the family. His wife bolieyed in him, 
and his children observed him with rov- 
eronce." 


Douglass describes Brown as his face 


is known to us through the illustrated 
papers of thoso stormy dajs : "Inper- 
son he was lean, strong, sinewy, of the 
best New England mold, built for times 
of trouble and fitted to grapple with the 
flintiest hardships, clad m plain, Ameri- 
can woolen, shod in boots of cowhide 
leather, and wearing a cravat of the same 
substantial material; under six feet high, 
less than one hundred and fifty pounds 
jn weight, age about fifty, he presented 
a figure straight and symmetrical as a 
mountain pine. His bearing was singu- 
larly impressive. 
His head was not 


largo, but compact ar-d high, His halt 
was coarse, strong, slightly gray and 
closely trimmed, and grew low on his 
forehead. His face was smoothly shaved, 
and revealed a strong, square mouth, 
supported by a broad, prominent chin. 
His eyes were bluish gray, and in con- 
versation they wore full of light and fire. 
When on the street ho moved with a 
Jong, springing, race-horse step, ab-

Henry Hudson's Last Voyage. 


I 
Among the most noteworthy of early 


navigators both for tho importance of his 
discoveries and the mystery tlnit en- 
shrouds his fato, was Heury Hudson. 
Ho was born in England about tho mid- 
dle of the sixteenth century, and from 
early youth ho was accustomed to a sea- 
faring life. 
Hardy, brave and adventur- 


ous, ho eagerly accepted a commission 
from a company of London merchants to 
search for tho northwest passage, and in 
1607 sailed in n small vessel, with n crew 
of only ten ruon and a boy, to the east 
ooast of Greenland. On reaching latitude 
80 degrees he encountered an impassable 
barrier of ice, and after three months of 
fruitless explorations returned to Eng- 
land for the purpose of organizing an- 
other expedition. 
In April o£ tho following year Hudson 


again set sail, and endeavored to make 
hia way between. Nova Zambia and 
Spitzborgen. 
His hopes were again 


frustrated by immense fields of ice, and 
he returned to England without having 
accomplished anything ol importance, 
Undaunted, however, by these failures, 
he entered tho service of the Dutcli East 
India Company, and in April, 1G09, 
sailed from Amsterdam in the ship Haif- 
Moou for" Davis Strait. Finding the 
climate too severe for his crew, Hudson 
sailed southward along tho coast of 
America, and on the llth of September 
discovered the beautiful river which lias 
since borne his name. Enchanted by 
the loveliness of tho shores, he sailed up 
tho river until ho reached the head oi 
navigation, where Albany now stands. 
He afterward continued his voyage south 
as far as Chesapeake Bay, and then re- 
turned to England. 


Hudson began his fourth and last voy- 


ago in April, 1610, with a crew of twenty- 
throe sailors. In June and July ho 
passed through Davis Strait, and entered 
and explored the great bay_which nows 
bears his name. Disappointed at not 
finding tho westward passage ho was 
seeking, he determined to winter there 
and rosumo tho voyage in tho following 
spring; but by tho time tho ice broke up 
his provisions were so nearly exhausted 
that he was compelled to make prepara- 
tions to return. 
His crew became 


mutinous through fear, it is said, that he 
might leave somo of them behind, being 
so short of provisions. 
Gaining posses- 


sion of the ship, they put Hudsou,_ with 
his son and seven infirm. sailors, in an 
open shallop, and sent them adrift 
Tho 


crow managed to reach England some 
time in 1611, and one of tho mutineers 
betrayed their guilty secret. An expedi- 
tion was at once dispatched in search of 
the great navigator, but no trace of him 
was ever found.—Harper's Weekly.
